QUESTIONS: 


Q. 1: You have been noti- 
fied that a team is going to 
change its goalkeeper, but 
before the change can be 
effected the present goal- 
Keeper is called upon to 
break up an attack. During 
this period the goalkeper 
handles the ball in the pen- 
alty. area. What action 
would you take if any? 


Q. 2: A winger runs the 
ball up the king, beats an 
opponent, then passes the 
ball back to his inside man. 
Seeing that if he stays where 
he is, he will be offside if 
his man passes the ball 
through, he runs over the 
goal line. Would you pena- 
lise the winger? 


Q. 3: A team is awarded 
an indirect free kick just 
outside the penalty area. 
The kicker lofts the ball over 
the heads of the defence and 
it enters the net without 
touching another player. 
What is your decision? 


Q. 4: A player is standing 
on his own penalty line. The 
goalkeeper taking the goal 
kick plays the ball to this 
player who returns it to 
the goalkeeper who then 
clears upfield: Is this in 
order? 


Q. 5: The ball is travelling 
about waist heigh through 
the air and a defender puts 
his head down to head the 
ball just as an opponent 
goes to kick the ball. The 
player who put his head 
down has infringed by caus- 
ing dangerous play to him- 
self, but his opponent gets 
the bal land starts an attack- 


ing movement. Would you 
stop play? 
ANSWERS: 
A. 1: None. The goal- 


keeper is still the goalkeeper 
until the actual change takes 
place. 


A. 2: No. This is a hap- 
penning in the normal course 
of play. 

A. 3: Goal kick. A goal 
may only be scored from an 
indirect free kick after the 
ball has been played by 
another player. 


A. 4: No. The ball has 
not passed outside the pen- 
alty area from the goal kick 
therefore the ball is not in 
play. Stop the play and 
have the goal kick retaken. 

A. 5: Yes. The law states 
that there is no advantage to 
be gained from dangerous 
play as the player must be 
cautioned for creating dan- 
ger to himself or others.
